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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The claimed grove hand held device is not described in the specification in such a way 
as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention because the recitation "grove" is not 
considered to provide adequate basis to enable the invention to those skilled in the art. 
Since each of dependent claims 2-6 encompass the considered non-enabling feature, 
those claims are also rejected as being non-enabling. It will be further assumed that the 
claimed grove device is taught in the prior art to be discussed infra. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. The claimed grove handheld device lacks an 
antecedent basis from the specification such that it fails to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Since each 
of dependent claims 2-6 encompass the considered indefinite feature, those claims are 
also rejected as being non-enabling. It will be further assumed that the claimed grove 
device is taught in the prior art to be discussed infra. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takahashi 
(JP 1 1-2901 16). Takahashi is considered to disclose the claimed dryer comprising: a 
grove hand held device 2 having a handle end 3, and an elongated upward curved body 
(please see figures which illustrate the claimed curvature). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 2-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Takahashi in view of Perez et al. (US 6,449,870). Takahashi is considered to 

disclose the claimed invention, as discussed above in the anticipatory rejection, except 

for the claimed inward air and outward air vent, on/off handle button, and battery 

charger. Perez is considered to disclose the claimed inward air 26 and outward air vent 

28, on/off handle button 30, and battery charger (at column 5 line 8). It would have 

been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the primary reference teachings of 

Takahashi with the claimed inward air and outward air vent, on/off handle button, and 

battery charger, considered to be taught by the secondary reference Perez for the 

purpose of providing hair drying air flow controllable by a switch and rechargeable 

battery operation. 

Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takahashi in view of Lee et al. (US 5,940,980). Takahashi is considered to disclose the 
claimed invention, as discussed above in the anticipatory rejection, except for the 
claimed bottom handle battery housing and two circular attachment clamping means.

Lee is considered to disclose the claimed bottom handle battery housing and two 
circular attachment clamping means at column 3 line 31 and line 12 respectively. It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the primary reference 
teachings of Takahashi with the claimed bottom handle battery housing and two circular 
attachment clamping means, considered to be taught by the secondary reference Lee 
for the purpose of providing a battery housing within the claimed structure and circular 
attachment means. 

Conclusion 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
